Formerly Columbian University, 
Movement for College Started 
in 1817 

It was one of the hopes of George 
Washington, from the founding of the 
capital in this city, that Congress might 
see fit to establish here a great national 
University. But Congress doubted its 
authority and failed to take action. 

In 1817, just one hundred and one years 
ago, the Rev. Luther Rice, a missionary, 
was so impressed with the capital as a 
possible educational center that he 
started a movement for founding a col- 
lege here. A charter was obtained in 
1821 with the encouragement of Presi- 
dent Monroe, establishing “The Colum- 
bian College in the District of Colum- 
bia.” A lot on College Hill, afterward 
Columbia Heights comprising 46 acres 
between Florida avenue and Columbia 
road, was purchased for $7,000. This 
amount was raised among the citizens of 
Washington, including John Quincy 
Adams, William H. Crawford and John 
C. Calhoun, members of President 
Monroe's cabinet, and thirty-two mem- 
bers of Congress. 

The college was formally opened Jan- 
uary 9, 1822, for theological and classical 
studies, with Rev. William Staughton, 
I). D„ as President, and tltjrtynnine 
students in attendance. The first college 
building was completed in the same 
year. During the next five years depart- 
ments of Medicine, Jjw, and Philoso- 
phy were added to the others. 

At the first commencement of the 
College, held on December 15, 1824, 
three men were graduated. There were 
present at the exercises the President 
of. the United States, the Secretaries of 
State, War, and Navy, leading members 
from both houses of Congress, and 
General I .al'ayette 

The growth of the new college was 
steady until tile time of the Civil War. 
At the outbreak of the war. the attend- 
ance was greater than ever before, but 
most of the students soon left, to join 
either the Blue or the- Gray. The col- 
lege buildings were used for hospital 
purposes, altho the few students who re- 
mained received instruction in the class 
rooms. 2, 

After the war both students and in- 
structors returned from the armies, and ' 
before many years Columbian College 
ft as again on the increase. In 1867 1 
there were 26 instructors and 439 stu- 
dents. _ 

i n 1873 it was decided ^to”~ leTl 5he 
nroperty on College Hill and move down 
town into the heart of the city. At 
the same time the name of the institu- 
tion was changed to Columbian Uni- 
versity. 1 

The Corcoran Scientific School was 
stabljshed in 1884. Later it was merged 
-v-itlt Columbian College to form the 
I’Senartment of Arts and Sciences. 
This was itr tgo4, when the name of 
'he institution was chanced to George 
Washington Universitv.

Street. 

The departments of Law, Medicine, 
Dental, Pharmacy and Veterinary have 
chapters of the leading professional 
fraternities, as well.
